J., D. HENNINGER, in hig request to leas
the public market, and maintain it as a market for growers and buyers of product
MR, HENNINGER, 1119 Tillery Street, proposed leasing this land and renting it
out by the day--opening at L4300 A.M, and cloging at 6:00 P.M, My, Henninger was
advised to present a definite plan, and the length of time of the lease. The
City Manager recommended receiving different proposals and see what would be the
most advantageous; that the Committee set up to make a study of this Public Mark F
had submitted a report to the Council that in its opinion there was no need for
public market. After more discussion, the City Manager stated it was his recom—
mendation to generally advertise the fact that the City would receive proposals
for different uses of the market end set a date for accepting them and analyzing
them. He stated several had indicated spending from $150,000 to $300,000; and
that would involve long~term leases, end a cancellation privilege which would
mean 2 pay-off for cancellation. The City Manager stated he would go ahead and
advertise and see what was offered.

MR. F. L. KUYKENDALL filed a notice of clalm with the City Mansger and Mem-
bers of the Council, of personal injurles received by three people as a result
of one of the City Trucks running into them. The matter was referred to the City
Attorney.

Councilmen White ralsed the question of the contractors building street work:
ing space structures, snd then obtaining permission for them. It was sugeested
they should obtain permission first. The Mayor suggested getiing this informatio
in the Assoclated General Comtractors! Bulletin. Councilman White moved that 'thi
information be.set out in.the Adsociated General Coniractors' Bulletin, and that
the contractors get their permit for street working space before they build their
structures. The motion, seconded by Councilman ILong, carried by the following vofte:

WHEREAS, Moore Construction Company is the Contractor for the ersction
of a building to be erected on the north portion of the 01d Court House Block
of the Original City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, during the erection of the

building, such space to be used in the work and for the storage of materials
therefor; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT the space for the uses hereinabove enumerated be granted to
said Moore Construction Company, the boundary of which is described as follows:

Sidewalk and Street Working Space

Beginning at the northwest corner of the above described
property; thence in a westerly direction and at right angles
to the centerline of San Antonio Street to a point 12 feet
west of the east curb line; thence in a southerly direction
and parallel with the centerline of San Antonio Street
approximately 180 feet to & point; thence in an easterly
direction and at right anglesg to the centerline of San
Antonio Street to the west line of the above described
property.

2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
said Moore Construction Company, hereinafter termed "Contractor®, upon the
following express terms and conditions:

(1). That the Contractor shall construct & guard rail within the boundary
lines slong the north, west and south lines of the above described space, such
guard rail to be at least 4 feet high and substantially braced and asnchored.

(2). That the Contractor is permitted to construct in his working space
a substantial gate which shall be kept closed at all times when not in use
and at all times that such gate 1s open, the Contractor shall maintain a
person at this gate to warn pedestrians and vehicles of approaching trucks.
This gate is not to open out so as to impede vehicular or pedestrian traffic.

(3). That no vehicles in loading or unloading material at the working
space shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted working
space.

(4). That ®NO PARKING" signs shall be placed on the street side of the
barricades.

(5). That the Contractor is permitted to construct a temporary work
office within such allotted working space prévided such work office is not
within 25 feet of any corner street intersection.

(6). That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other public utilities in the construction of such barricades.
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(7). That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all &torm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage
done due to obstruction of any such storm water.

(8). That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any
welkway, barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness
and provide lighting system for all tunnels.

(9). That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately
after the necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceasged,
such time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such
sidewnlk, berricades, materials, equipment and other obstructions shall be
removed not later than March 1, 1953.

(10). Thet the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and
all the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installatio
of additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it. ‘

(11). That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall
not be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in making such grant
reserves the right {o enter and occupy any part or zll of said space any time
with its public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(12). That any public utility, or pudblic or private property, disturbed
or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion
of the construction work for said building projects, whether done by the
Contractor, City forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or raepaired
at the Contractor!s expense.

(13). That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety
bond in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00), which shall protect,
Indemnify and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims or damages to
any person or property that may accrue to or ve brought by aay person by
reason of the exercise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by
the City of Austin and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks,
pavement and all other public property and public utilities disturbed or
removed during the construction work and shall further guarantee the con-
struction of a walkway and other safeguards during the occupancy of the space.

THAT Southern Union Gas Company be and the same is hereby permitted to
lay and construct its gas mains in and upon the following streets:

(1) A gas main in AIRPORT BOULEVARD, from Hast 46th Street
southerly 229 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be
11.5 feet west of and parallel to the east property line of said
ATRPORT BOULEVARD.

Said gas maln deseribed above shall have a cover of not less
then 2% feet.

(2) A gas main in WEST 12th STREET, from Weyside Drive easterly
448 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be § feet south
of and parallel t¢ the north property line of said WAYSIDE DRIVH.

Said gas main described above ghall have a cover of not less
than 24 feet.

(3) A gas main in EAST 38th STREET, from a point 34 feet
west of Duval Street easterly 86 feet, the centeriine of which
gas main shall be 8.5 feet south of and parallel to the north
property line of said EAST 38th STREET,

Sald gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feet,

(4) A gas main in DUVAL STREET, from East 38th Street (W)
southerly 30 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be
7.5 feet west of and parallel to the east property line of said
LOVAL STREET.

Said gas main deseribed above shall have a cover of not less
than 24 feet.

(5) A gas main in EAST 38th STREET, from Duval Street to
Weller Creek, the centerline of which gas main shall be 7.5
feet south of and parallel to the north property line of said
EAST 38th STREET.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 23 feet.

(6) A gas main in PBAST 38th STREET, from Waller Creek to
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Red River Street, the centerline of which gas main shall be
43 feet north of and parallel to the south property line of
sald EAST 38th STREERT.

Saeld gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 21 feet,

The Southern Union Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the City
of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear from
other underground utilities, but is based upon the best recordis we have at
hand, and that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the
fact that greater depths may not be required at special points. When the
Southern Union Gas Company requires definite 4aformation upon the ground
as to elevations or working points from which to base the location of their
asslgnments, they shall apply to the Department of Public Works not less
than three (3) days before such information is required.
